As  the  dust  from  the  56th  legislative  session  began  to  settle  following  adjournment  sine  die 
on  April  21,  we  at  the  Legislative  Services  Division  shook  off  our  87-day-old  "session 
cocoons",  looked  around,  and  found  ourselves  in  a  brand  new  world.   Our  physical 
surroundings  had  changed  dramatically  from  a  stately,  albeit  crumbling,  Capitol  to  a  sterile 
federal  office  building  as  Capitol  renovation  and  demolition  of  the  interior  began  in  earnest. 
For  much  of  the  staff,  however,  the  significant  change  has  come  not  from  a  different  view 
or  different  parking  lot,  but  from  a  single  piece  of  legislation,  signed  into  law  by  Governor 
Racicot  on  February  17,  1999. 

Senate  Bill  No.  1 1  (SB  1 1),  conceived  and  drafted  by  staff  and  endorsed  by  the  Legislative 
Council,  was  a  far-reaching  bill  that  transformed  the  legislative  interim  committee  structure 
and  process.    SB  1 1  established  six  permanent  interim  committees  and  repealed  some  long- 
standing statutory  committees  such  as  the  Revenue  Oversight  Committee  and  the 
Administrative  Code  Committee. 

In  sessions  past,  many  study  bills  and  resolutions  warranted  the  establishment  of 
temporary  study  committees.    Last  interim,  there  were  19  interim  committees,  all  requiring 
legislators  and  staff.    Needless  to  say,  people  were  being  stretched  pretty  thin.   A  primary 
goal  of  SB  1 1  was  to  check  the  proliferation  of  interim  study  committees  by  establishing 
permanent  interim  committees  to  which  studies  would  be  assigned  by  the  Legislative 
Council.   The  numerous  changes  to  the  interim  process  implemented  by  SB  1 1  are  reflected 
in  this  directory. 

Another  new  feature  of  the  directory  is  legislator  e-mail  addresses  as  they  have  been  made 
available  to  us.    Please  use  them  judiciously  and  respect  those  that  are  noted  for  interim 
use  only. 

Finally,  the  Legislative  Services  Division  has  made  great  strides  in  the  Internet  arena  since 
the  1997-1998  interim.   The  data  contained  in  this  directory  is  only  a  small  part  of  the 
information  to  be  made  available  on  the  Division's  Internet  web  site  this  interim.     For  each 
of  the  committees  staffed  by  the  Legislative  Services  Division,  a  user  will  have  access  to 
committee  bill  drafts,  the  committee's  interim  calendar,  meeting  minutes,  correspondence, 
agendas,  administrative  rule  review  information,  and  study  plans  and  staff  reports.    By  the 
fall  of  1 999,  you  will  be  able  to  direct  your  web  browser  to 

<http://state.mt.us/leg/branch/int_comm_1999-2000b.htm>  to  gain  electronic  access  to 
nearly  all  of  the  documents  committees  and  committee  staff  generate. 

We  trust  that  you  will  find  the  information  in  these  pages  useful  and  hope  that  the  level  of 
service  we  provide  only  improves  as  we  navigate  the  sea  of  changes  in  which  we  find 
ourselves  in  this,  the  last  interim  of  the  20th  Century.

The  other  eight 
members  are  selected 
by  the  Committee  on 
Committees  and  the 
Speaker  of  the  House, 


respectively. 


The  Legislative  Council  generally  oversees  the  activities 
of  the  Legislative  Services  Division  (LSD)  and  supervises 
publication  of  Montana's  statutes  by  a  Code 
Commissioner  assigned  to  the  LSD  staff.     The  Montana 
Code  Annotated  (MCA),  as  recodified  and  published  by 
the  Code  Commissioner,  was  adopted  as  prima  facie  the 
law  of  Montana  by  Chapter  1,  Laws  of  1979.    If   a 
problem  needing  immediate  attention  arises  during  the 
interim,  the  Legislative  Council  may  assign  study  of  the 
problem  to  an  appropriate  committee.   Chapter  1 ,  Laws 
of  1 987,  allows  the  Council  to  assign  such  a  study  to 
either  a  joint  interim  subcommittee  or  an  appropriate 
statutory  committee. 

Chapter  545,  Laws  of  1995,  requires  the  Council  to 
review  and  adopt  personnel  and  administrative  policies 
for  the  Legislative  Branch  and  assign  responsibility  for 
administration  of  those  policies.   Adopted  policies  must 
be  concurred  in  by  the  Legislative  Finance  and  Audit 
Committees. 

Council  Staff  (Legislative  Services  Division) 
The  staff  of  the  Legislative  Council  acts  as  an 
independent,  nonpolitical,  impartial  agency  for  the 
Legislature,  performing  those  duties  and  functions 
assigned  by  law  or  as  directed  or  requested  by 
legislators  or  legislative  committees.

The  LSD  is  divided  into  five  offices:  The  Central 
Services  Office,  the  Office  of  Research  and  Policy 
Analysis,  the  Legal  Services  Office,  the  Office  of 
Legislative  Information  Technology,  and  the 
Environmental  Policy  Office.   The  functions  of  the 
Legislative  Environmental  Policy  Office  will  be  discussed 
under  the  Environmental  Quality  Council  heading. 

The  Central  Services  Office  includes  staff  responsible 
for  purchasing,  publication  distribution,  payroll  and 
personnel  matters,  secretarial  support,  final  preparation 
of  LSD  documents  (including  engrossing  and  enrolling  of 
bills  and  preparation  of  introduced  bills),  legislative 
printing  and  distribution,  and  legislator  information  and 
telecommunications. 

The  Office  of  Research  and  Policy  Analysis  and  the 
Legal  Services  Office  both  perform  general  and 
specialized  research,  reference,  and  information 
functions.

The  Audit  Committee  appoints  the  Legislative  Auditor 
who  heads  the  Audit  Division  (LAD).   In  general,  LAD 
staff  monitor  the  efficiency  and  effectiveness  of  state 
agencies  and  audit  agencies'  financial  affairs.  The  LAD 
also  conducts  electronic  data  processing  audits  to 
determine  the  effectiveness  of  the  state's  computer 
resources. 

Specifically,  an  audit  of  a  state  agency  is  conducted  to 
determine  whether:  the  agency  is  efficiently  carrying  out 
the  activities  and  programs  authorized  by  the 
Legislature;  the  agency  is  properly  managing 
expenditures,  using  funds   only  in  the  furtherance  of 
authorized  activities  and  in  accordance  with  the 
requirements  of  applicable  laws  and  regulations;  the 
agency  is  properly  accounting  for  all  revenues  and 
receipts  arising  from  its  activities;  the  agency  is 
adequately  safeguarding  and  controlling  its  assets  and 
using  them  efficiently;  and  the  agency  is  accurately 
reporting  and  fully  disclosing  its  financial  status  and  the 
scope  of  its  activities  and  operations  to  the  Governor, 

the  Legislature,  and  central  control  agencies.

Legislative  participation  in  the 
Environmental  Quality  Council 
(EQC)  consists  of  six  Senators 
and  six  Representatives.   There 
are  also  four  members  of  the 
public  and  one  representative 
of  the  Governor,  who  serves 
as  a  nonvoting  member.  The 
Council  appoints  a  Legislative 
Environmental  Analyst  who 
heads  the  Legislative 
Environmental  Policy  Office  (LEPO).    LEPO  is  under  the 
general  administration  of  the  Legislative  Services 
Division  and  provides  staff  support  to  EQC. 

In  general,  the  EQC  reviews  and  appraises  state 
programs  and  activities  related  to  the  environment  to 
ensure  compliance  with  the  Montana  Environmental 
Policy  Act  (MEPA),  located  in  Title  75,  chapter  1,  MCA. 
The  EQC  is  also  statutorily  responsible  for  oversight  of 
the  state's  natural  resource  management  agencies  to 
assist  in  and  ensure  their  compliance  with  MEPA  and 
other  natural  resource  and  environmental  laws. 

The  EQC  functions  in  a  bipartisan  manner  and  seeks  to 
build  consensus  among  its  membership  prior  to  making 
policy  recommendations  to  the  Legislature. 

The  LEPO  staff  provides  impartial,  nonpolitical 
environmental  and  natural  resource  information  to  the 
EQC,  the  Legislature  and  the  public.    Staff  duties  include 
researching  and  writing  reports,  organizing  and 
monitoring  public  meetings  and  hearings,  drafting 
proposed  legislation,  and  conducting  studies  assigned  by 
the  Legislature.

The  TAC  is  required  to  meet  at  least  quarterly,  but  will 
likely  meet  more  often  during  the  interim  to  analyze  the 
transition  to  effective  competition  in  the  competitive 
electricity  supply  market.   The  Committee  must  provide 
to  the  Governor  and  legislative  leadership  an  annual 
report  on  the  status  of  restructuring,  and  submit  to  the 
members  of  the  Legislature  quarterly  interim  summary 
reports. 

The  TAC  is  scheduled  to  dissolve  on  either  the  date  that 
full  transition  to  retail  competition  is  completed  or  on 
December  31,  2004,  whichever  is  earlier.

The  Constitution  directs  the  Commission  to 
"prepare  a  plan  for  redistricting  and  reapportioning  the 
state  into  legislative  districts  and  a  plan  for  redistricting 
the  state  into  congressional  districts." 

The  Commission  has  specific  deadlines  for  filing  final 
plans  for  congressional  and  legislative  districts  once 
2000  census  figures  are  released  during  the  first  few 
months  of  2001 .    Prior  to  receiving  census  data  and 
once  the  Commission's  fifth  member  is  chosen  by  the 
Supreme  Court,  the  group  will  meet  to  make  decisions 
on  data  and  methodology  and  to  adopt  a  timetable  for 
preparing  and  submitting  the  redistricting  plans.
